It used to be a given that people knew where 
they were when man first walked on the moon on 
July 20, 1969, watching the black-and-white images 
on TV But now most Americans don’t know where 
they were because the majority of Americans 
hadn’t been born yet. 

The median age of Americans, as of last year, 
was 36.8, meaning more than half of U.S. residents 
are younger than 40, according to the U.S. Census 
Bureau. 

Five years ago, when NASA celebrated the 35th 
anniversary of the moon landing, the median age 
of Americans was 36.1, so most residents were at 
least alive when Armstrong made his giant leap for 
mankind. 

Six current astronauts were not alive when 
Neil Armstrong walked on the moon, including 
Christopher Cassidy, a crew member of the ongo- 
ing mission on the space shuttle Endeavour.

HAILEY, Idaho A soldier from Idaho who dis- 
appeared from his base in Afghanistan has 
been captured, the Pentagon confirmed 
Sunday, a day after he was seen in a Taliban 
video posted online. 

The Defense Department released the 
name of Pfc. Bowe R. Bergdahl, 23, who 
was serving with an Alaska-based infantry 
regiment. The private was last seen walk- 
ing away from his base near the border with 
Pakistan in an area known to be a Taliban 
stronghold. 

Even before his name became public, 
two U.S. defense officials confirmed to 
The Associated Press that the man in the 
28 -minute video was the captured soldier. 
The video, in which Bergdahl said he was 
“scared I won’t be able to go home,” pro- 


vided the first public glimpse of the missing 
American. 

The Pentagon statement said Bergdahl’s 
whereabouts became unknown on July 1 and 
his status was changed July 3 to missing-cap- 
tured. 

It wasn’t clear who initially captured 
Bergdahl, but the U.S. command in 
Afghanistan said he was being held by the 
Taliban and condemned the video as a viola- 
tion of international law. 

“I’m glad to see he appears unharmed, 
but again, this is a Taliban propaganda 
video,” spokeswoman Lt. Cmdr. Christine 
Sidenstricker said. “They are exploiting the 
soldier in violation of international law.” 

Bob Bergdahl, the soldier’s father, told the 
AP Saturday that the family was requesting 
media to respect their privacy 


“We hope and pray for our son’s safe 
return to his comrades and then to our fam- 
ily, and we appreciate all the support and 
expressions of sympathy shown to us by 
our family members, our friends and others 
across the nation,” Bob Bergdahl said in a 
statement issued through the Department 
of Defense. “Thank you, and please con- 
tinue to keep Bowe in your thoughts and 
prayers.” 

Bergdahl entered the Army in June 2008 
and went through basic training in Ft. 
Benning, Ga., said Lt. Col. Jonathan Allen, 
spokesman for Ft. Richardson. Bergdahl 
also took advanced individual and parachute 
training in Georgia. 

Bergdahl reported for duty in Alaska in 
October and deployed to Afghanistan in 
February

It’s on the bus. It’s at the bar. It’s fol- 
lowing you on the sidewalk. 

Happiness. 

There must be something in the 
air— or in the Red Bull— because a 
new poll says more Millennials are liv- 
ing life in a happy-happy, joy-joy state 
of mind. 

Rick Lagrappe, a 19 -year-old 
without a job and living at home in 
Shawnee, Okla., described himself as 
a “very happ/’ person in an MTV poll 
of 1,100 young people released Tuesday, 
and he wasn’t alone. 

The poll showed that 73 percent of 18- to 24-year-olds were 
generally happy with life, compared with 66 percent in 2007, 
even though more of them, including Lagrappe, think they’ll 
have a harder time finding work, buying a house and raising a 
family than their parents did. 

“It’s just me. I’m a happy person,” said Lagrappe, who has 
little cash to spend on gas for his car and has been pressed into 
service to care for his 6 -year-old sister— the “beast.” 

One reason for Lagrappe’s rose-colored glasses: He’s “very 
happy” with his relationships with his family and friends, 
according to the poll. 

Some Chicagoans, however, expressed surprise at the higher 
happiness numbers, including 33 -year-old Mike McEldowney 
Why so surprised? “I watch the news,” he said, laughing. 

“It seems like there are a lot of miserable people, unless these 
people were all in college,” McEldowney said. “I think even if 
they polled 25- to 30 -year-olds it would be substantially differ- 
ent. 

Still, asked about his own happiness level, McEldowney said 
he is “really happy because I’m on a sabbatical from work, but 
if I was working, not so much.” 

Camdin Clanton, 25, of Lakeview, said it makes sense that 
younger people are happy “They don’t have many stresses,” she 
said, and can bounce back more easily from a lost job or money 
issues. 

Compared to 2007 results, the poll, which included people 
ranging in age from 13 to 24, showed respondents are less happy 
with the amount of money they have — 36 percent to 31 percent, 
with 53 percent saying they believe it will be harder to find a 
job than it was for their parents, compared to 30 percent two 
years ago.

Fifty-nine percent said they’ll have a harder 
time buying a house, compared to 41 percent 
in 2007, and 48 percent said it will be harder to 
raise a family, compared to 36 percent in 2007. 

Being happy despite financial worries could 
be a good sign, said Dr. Alvin Rosenfeld, a child 
and adolescent psychiatrist in New York City 
and a lecturer at Harvard Medical School. 

“Maybe that’s not terrible,” he said. “Maybe 
we’re in a transition from a time where we think 
material objects are going to make us happy” 
The bad economy, he said, might have young 
people realizing “we were addicted to purchases 
we didn’t really need. ... Maybe we will think 
more about the relationships that matter to us, 
the values.” 


A recent AP-mtvU poll of college students 
also found a big increase in the percentage of 
students at four-year colleges who reported 
being happy with the way things are going in 
their lives. Seventy-four percent said they were 
happy, up from 64 percent in 2008. That’s 
despite an increase in the number of students 
who reported being stressed out by finances 
and job prospects after graduation. 

But such responses depend on context, said 
James Hamilton, 20, of Bridgeport. Asked 
about his own happiness, the I IT student said 
he was somewhat happy after giving the ques- 
tion some thought. “It’s a tough question to put 
yourself in one of those categories,” he said. “I 
think it is more of a day-to-day question.” 


Or could it be that, in this country people may 
be afraid to describe themselves as unhappy? 

“Often in America, being unhappy is akin to 
being criminal,” Rosenfeld said. “Everybody’s 
supposed to put on a happy face. I don’t find 
teenagers to be unhappy, but I do find them to 
be quite concerned about the future, quite con- 
cerned about finding their place in the world.” 

In some cases, teens are happy, because, well, 
they don’t have a whole lot to worry about. 

Sixteen-year-old Michael Waggoner of Katy, 
Texas, credits his good attitude with the reason 
that he’s very happy and that stress rarely both- 
ers him. “I don’t worry about things too much, 
and if I do, it’s just temporary,” he said. “Not 
too many bad things have happened to me.”

If you had ever heard of the CTA’s Maxi cars — 
rail cars with fewer seats that the CTA intro- 
duced last September to squeeze more riders 
onto crowded trains, particularly during rush 
hours when some commuters are left standing 
on station platforms— you won’t see more of 
them going forward.

According to the Tribune’s Getting Around 
columnist, the Maxi pilot project was a failure 
in the eyes, and especially the posteriors, of rid- 
ers.

irritated passengers. But the existing Maxis will 
not be converted back to regular 39 -seat cars, 
Gaffney said.

Tom Mullen isn’t a meatpacking mogul or business 
tycoon. But the attorney has something in common with 
Philip Armour, Samuel Insull and other Chicago swells 
from the early 20th Century 
Mullen commutes downtown in a private rail car, 
a member of a club whose roster was once a litany of 
Chicago’s most prominent and wealthy families. 

Now known as Car 553, the nation’s last privately owned 
commuter car is the successor to the famed Deerpath, the 
coach that Lake Forest’s elite purchased 80 years ago to 
run on the former Chicago & Northwestern Railroad. 

The car was finished in brown mahogany trimmed in 
gold. The seats were covered with “blue frieze plush.” 
These days, Car 553 is more utilitarian. The walls have 
blue carpeting. There are no chandeliers or mahogany, 
and the seats are comfy but not cushy 
And it’s perhaps more egalitarian. The lettering on the 
vestibule says “private,” but membership is open to anyone. 

“Once upon a time, maybe 40 years ago, these were all 
the old Lake Forest families, which isn’t the case anymore. 
These days we’re all ne’er-do-wells like myself,” said Richard 
“Buzz” Norton, an antiques dealer and rider since 1971. 


The 70 or so members are mostly professional people, 
a bit heavy on the lawyers, Norton said. 

Whereas fabulous wealth was once the ticket to the 
Deerpath, all it takes now to hop aboard Car 553 is a 
Metra monthly pass and a $900-a-year membership in 
the innocuously named Commuter Associates Inc. 

Commuting on Car 553 is a sharp contrast to a typical 
Metra Bi-Level. The ride on the beige, single-level car 
is smooth and quiet. Cell phones are restricted to the 
vestibule or card room. There’s always a seat. 

Earlier club cars were male-only Members who brought 
along their wives were asked to use the regular coach. 

Women have been members for about 15 years. The 
first female was a bank trust officer who happened to be 
Norton’s next-door neighbor. 

“There are females and males, and they all get along,” 
said Jan Carlson, who has ridden for four years. 

More than anything, she appreciates the comfort and 
ability to do paperwork on an unused bridge table. 

“You can get a lot of work done,” said Carlson, director 
of operations for London-based Apollo Marcom. “I hate 
to say it, but in the regular [Metra] car, it’s all children 
crying or cell phones going off endlessly”

Operator under scrutiny in crash 


SAN FRANCISCO The operator of a light- 
rail train that crashed and injured dozens 
of passengers in San Francisco came under 
scrutiny Sunday as federal investigators tried 
to figure out why he inexplicably turned off 
the automatic controls moments before the 
collision. 

National Transportation Safety Board 
investigator Ted Turpin did not know why 
the operator switched the controls from 
automatic to manual in a tunnel near the 
West Portal Station on Saturday 


Had he kept the autopilot on, the train 
would have slowed down before arriving 
at the station and likely not careened into 
a parked train while going 23 mph, Turpin 
said. He added that the operator never 
engaged the emergency brake. 

The crash injured 48 people, four seri- 
ously, in the fourth major subway or com- 
muter rail accident in the last 10 months in 
the U.S. None of the injuries were life- 
threatening. 

Two L.A.-based NTSB investigators are 


working with transit officials to interview 
passengers, witnesses and focus on assess- 
ing the condition of the train tracks, signal 
systems and the structural integrity of the 
train cars involved. 

A chaotic scene unfolded Saturday after 
the westbound train rear-ended the other 
train at a boarding platform. Rescue crews 
hurried to the scene and removed bloodied 
passengers, and the operator was pinned 
inside his damaged compartment, said San 
Francisco Fire Lt. Ken Smith. 






151-pound cupcake sets record

Chicago baseball fans are quick to point out 
the flaws of their favorite teams, and there 
have been many for the Cubs and White Sox 
this season. But the start of the second half 
should be reason enough to give credit where 
credit is due. 

The Cubs completed a four-game sweep of 
the Washington Nationals in D.C. on Sunday 
with a dominating 11-3 win. The Sox fell to 
Baltimore 10-2, but they won two of three 
against the Orioles. 

In Washington, Alfonso Soriano’s two-run 
homer keyed a seven-run fourth inning for the 
Cubs.

two games after a drought of 120 at-bats, began 
the biggest inning of the season for the Cubs. 
Starting pitcher Kevin Hart also contributed by 
faking a bunt and punching an RBI single. 

“When you get ahead of them, that’s where 
you want to be because it seems like it kind of 
takes the wind out of their sails,” Jake Fox said. 
“That home run put us ahead of them and we 
stayed ahead of them all day” 

Fox had a fine day, too, with three hits and a 
career-high four RBIs. His three-run homer in 
the sixth gave the Cubs an 11-2 lead. 

On the South Side, first the good news: The 
Ymkees beat Detroit on Sunday, so the Sox 
remain 1 A games out of the AL Central lead. 


All that follows is bad news, starting with the 
final score of Baltimore 10, Sox 2. 

It was such a listless loss that most of the 
32,069 at U.S. Cellular Field had given up boo- 
ing and gone home by the seventh inning. 

When manager Ozzie Guillen walked into 
the clubhouse after the game with one of his 
player’s screaming children, he laughed, “You 
guys played so bad you make them cry” 

And although the Sox won two of three 
against the Orioles, it was hardly the way to 
welcome defending AL champion Tampa Bay 
into town for a four-game series. 

“We did everything wrong,” Guillen said.

VERBIER, Switzerland Lance Armstrong all but con- 
ceded the Tour de France on Sunday to his teammate 
and rival Alberto Contador after the Spaniard blew 
away the pack and seized the yellow jersey as the race 
entered the Alps. 

‘As far as I’m concerned, I’m happy to be a domes- 
tique,” Armstrong said, using French cycling jargon 
for a backup rider. 

“I’m proud of him.” 

The seven- time Tour champ moved up from fourth 
to second in the standings but lost time to his Astana 
teammate, whom he now trails by i minute, 37 sec- 
onds. 

Contador, the 2007 Tour champ, basked in the sup- 
port from the Texan. 

“Lance Armstrong was my idol, but dropping him 


today wasn’t important— he was just like any other 
rider. ... It’s an honor for me to have him working for 
me,” he told reporters through a translator. 

Armstrong, who had entered the day fourth overall, 
finished ninth, 1:35 behind his teammate. 

Contador said Sunday’s result left no doubt about 
who should be considered the Astana team leader. 

“The differences now are pretty big, and the team’s 
bet should now be me, no?” Contador said. 

Armstrong conceded that Contador had been 
superior. 

“I think when Alberto went, he showed he’s the 
best rider in the race, certainly the best climber,” 
Armstrong said. 

Riders get a rest day on Monday The Tour ends 
Sunday in Paris.
